‘So the public can 
understand what is fact and 
what is fancy,” Jones said, 
lawyers can no longer only 
argue their cases inside the 
courtrooms, but must 
articulate them before the 
general public.

Literally billions of dollars are now 
being spent by government and private 
business to rebuild America’s urban 
centers. Low interest loans of over $200

It might be well for 
the next National Conference onthe 
Black Agenda to consider strategies 


for holding politicians accotintable 
like coalitions and third parties 
rather-than-focusing sotely on 
issues or Candidates.

there were no such flights? 
This particular postulate 
did not register with him at 
all. 

Another black youth was 
dubious about any such 
flights and continually 
wanted to know why 
another space ship was not 
sent along with the flights 
to'send pictures back of the 
landings on the moon. He 
is a very dyed in the woo! 
fundamentalist 

What is the net result, 
race intelligence-wise, of 
the dubiousness about 
John Glenn and Neal Arm- 
strong walking around on 
the moon and even driving 
a jeep-like vehicle over the 
plains? The black youths 
didn't believe any of the 
pictures were anything but 
contrivances to fool the 
blacks. 

Why should the white 
world spend millions build- 
ing space ships just to fool
